1 find the word compact in almost 
versal use :is the definition of the .Amen 
can Constitution. It is regarded as tir 
basis of the confederation of nationalities, 
previously distinct, into a single nation, 
and not only as the basis of the actual 
union, but as the only possible basis of i 
ion, its discovoTy a miricle of (wlitical 
spiration. There lurk in these proposi- 
ions grave errors, the foundation of gra 
er errors. The Constitution of the Ui 
ted States is no more compact than is the 
Constitution of New York, or the statute 
or common law. It did not furnish 
the ground of our nationality. Ihe 
Americans were a unitary people from tlie 
first settlement of the country. They eu 
countered far greater perils than liuv 
ever belallen them since its adoption, air 
retained their national integrity. The union 
sentiment is probably less strong fo-day 
than it was under the old coiifederaliun. If 
the American nationality had no othci 
liotid than the compacts and stipulati 
of log-rolling polititions, it would ere this 
have been dissevered. Distracted States¬ 
men rush together to heal the breeches in 
the Oonstitution, and paste the ruptured 
iiarchraent, as tnough there were all the 
danger; they do not see that it is the 
change iu the character and feehiigs ot 
the peoole, one jart advancing through 
freedoiii and culture to civilization, the 
other through Slavery and ignorance to 
barbar^m, that is fast making two people 
of us. Tbese distracted Suiiesmen not 
mid 1 only do what they can to endanger the 
I hilt they do

311 literally be considered a person 
held to service or labor, is he rightfully 
Fraud, violence, injustice, vitiate 
all. I think there are no e.xceplions to 
this rule. It is not enough that you have 
tote with my signature to il; you have 
rliim upon me, if I have paid it, or if 
have forged myl'iignatare, or have < om- 
pcllcd me to sign the note by threats. For 
the Northern Court or the Northern Com¬ 
missioner, the question is ; held to sercice 
labor, or not held to service or labor.— 
^.lis must be tried by his reason, his 
judgment, his conscience, his wltole mind: 
verylhing at all relevant to the issue ii 
pplicablc to the decision. If a man pre- 
• a claim before him, that another man 
held to his service or labor, he is lo de¬ 
termine that simple question, not by the 
pi rations of fanalicism or the princt- 
s of the higher law, but by precisely 
tlie same principles he would apply in the 
decision of a controversy Ijeiweon two 
ne-ghbors about a horse or a sheep. The

If he 
roes into the heart of the matter, and 
(ioes not stick in merely senseless words,, 
he is hound to prove himself under infi¬ 
nite ohiignlions to the man, tlie man un¬ 
der no obligations to him Is it possible 
that, wlieii tho possession of a sheep ac- 
lompanied with so many badges of fraud, 
ivould not confer a title for an instant, the 
very fraud itself can become the grist and 
ground of the title lo a man ? I'an a 
man, because called upon to act in The ca¬ 
pacity of a court, divest himself of his 
natural perceptions of justice, overlook the 
olde.st principles of law, and swamp reas- 
and conscience under such obvious ab¬ 
surdities ? 

If the rightfulness of holding toserv 
or labor can be made n* element in i 
discussion or decisian, let toe legiiimate 
consequences of sucli a doctrine be con¬ 
sidered. Kiifus Choate come.s down lo 
Maine for a pleasure excursion and rela.x- 
aliun from professional cares.

Mr. Yinton told Mr. W. that he much de¬ 
sired his opposition, for it would aid his chances 
of election. But this manner of hostility 
probably did not occur to him. Had these 
men openly used their own uamos—and they 
are not bashful men—and early, their course 
would be less reprehensible. But to reaaain si¬ 
lent till the eve of election when Mr. Yinton is 
in distant parts of the State laboring for tem¬ 
perance andcanmakeno dcfen,9e—then to come 
out without their names—in this fatherless mis¬ 
sile—with this onslaught must be condemned 
by all honorable men. We appeal to the Con¬ 
vention when we say, that in Mr. Vinton’s 
presence failed of making out their ease.— 
M’ere they afraid of a similar result if they 
gave him a chance to reply? We regret this 
unfair, unmanly course, and we know the Free 
voters of this County too ivell to believe it will 
diminish his vote.

And the stylo of this attack is equally repre¬ 
hensible. It is abusive aDd'insuIting—an out¬ 
burst of personal spleen which should n'Bver 
deface paper. It is also incorrect in its repre¬ 
sentations and unfair. It is not to he trusted. 
But just as we are going to press we cannot no¬ 
tice it far. They say “the Portland Inquirer 
neglected to publish the proceedings of the 
County Convention.”

Many persona have been unable (o see how 
voting for the Free Democracy could effect any 
thing in favor of free principles.
